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second prize, is written for soprano, contralto, two tenors, and a 
bass. The poetry, from u England's Helicon," commencing " All is 
not gold that shineth bright in show," is well suited for music, and 
Mr. Westbrook has well caught the spirit of the words. It is simple 
in construction, the voices are never tortured with unvocal skips, 
and the harmonies are rich, without being laboured. The GJf , A, 
in the first tenor, moving with the D and E in the soprano (between 
the 14th and 15th bar) is somewhat harsh in effect, there being no 
holding E to complete the chord of the $ ; but this could be easily 
altered (if thought advisable) before the work is printed, which, of 
course, it shortly will be. The treatment of the words " All is not 
gold " the second time they occur, is exceedingly good, the effect of 
the G natural, which appears first in the bass, on a chord of the U 
suspending a 6th, being somewhat unexpected and piquant. Mr. 
Lahee's composition, the third of the prize Madrigals, beginning 
" Hark how the birds," is bright and cheerful throughout. The 
harmonies are simple ; and some very effective imitations on the 
words u When warbling Philomel " form an agreeable contrast with 
the character of the opening subject. We have already said that 
Mr. Leslie's composition was exceedingly well received by the 
Bristol audience, and we may now add that the two other prize 
works were equally welcomed. The local papers are indeed en- 
thusiastic in their praise, and we are glad to have an opportunity of 
endorsing the favourable verdict so unanimously pronounced on 
their first public performance. 

College of Organists. — Our readers will pro- 
bably recollect, says the Manchester Courier, that Mr. Henry Hiles, 
Mus. Bac Oxon. (formerly organist of Bishopwearmouth Church) 
last year obtained the prize offered by the College of Organists for 
the best organ composition. This year he has not only again had 
awarded to him the ten guinea prize for the best organ composition, 
but also the ten guinea prize for the best anthem. Such an unpre- 
cedented success speaks highly for Mr. Hiles' musical talents and 
acquirements. 

A Benefit Concert for the widow and children of 

the late Mr. Vincent Wallace took place at the Hanover-square 
Rooms on the 4th ult Several of the most eminent artists lent their 
valuable assistance ; and we sincerely trust that a satisfactory sum 
was obtained in aid of the laudable object for which the Concert 
was given. 

Mr. William Lemare, Organist of Stockwell 

Episcopal Chapel, gave a Concert at the National School-rooms on 
the 18th ult The principal vocalists were Miss Fanny Armytage, 
Miss Emily Withers, Mr. T. Rogers, Mr. W. Lemare, and Mr. G. T. 
Sehroeder. In the first part Mendelssohn's As the Hart pants 
(solos by Miss Fanny Armytage) , was performed ; and in the second 
part Professor Sterndale Bennett's May Quern, the solos by Miss 
Armytage, Mr. Rogers, Miss Withers, and Mr. W. Lemare. Several 
other vocal pieces were performed, and the Concert was made ad- 
ditionally attractive by a chorus of forty voices. Mr. Sidney 
Naylor was the accompanyist, and Mr. William Lemare conducted. 

On Monday, the 8th ult., Mr. J. Bradford, 

Organist of All Saints' Church, Surrey-square, Walworth, gave his 
Annual Concert at the Carter-street Institution, Walworth, when 
the following artists appeared: — Miss Rose Hersee, Miss Annie 
Howard, and Miss Emily Withers ; Mr. T. Rogers, Mr. E. Bernard, 
and Mr. W. H. Hook. The programme comprised W. Sterndale 
Bennet's May Queen, the solo parts being taken by Misses Rose 
Hersee and Emily Withers, and Messrs. Rogers and Hook, sup- 
ported by an efficient band and chorus of about 80 performers ; the 
second part consisted of a miscellaneous selection of Songs, Duets, 
Glees, &c. 

Mr. George Down's annual SoirSe Musicale took 

place at Brixton, on Thursday, 'the 28th December. The soloists 
were Miss Amelia Down, Miss Archer, Miss Letitia Evans, and 
Messrs. William and Michael Dormer. The part-songs and choruses, 
with which the programme was agreeably varied, were rendered by 
Mr. M. Dormer's Tonic Sol-Fa Choir in a very satisfactory manner. 
The most successful pieces were Handel's "To thee Cherubim," 
Rossini's " Carnovale," and Dr. Callcott's glee " In the lonely vale 
of streams " (encored). The National Anthem, in which all present 
joined, terminated a pleasant and highly successful concert. 

The First Grand Concert of the season took place 

at the Beaumont Institution on Monday, the 8th ult. The vocalists 
engaged were Madame L. Baxter, Miss Danielson, and Miss L. 
Vinning ; Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Frank Elmore, and Mr. Weiss. The 
instrumentalists, Mr. Viotti Collins, Miss Baxter, and Mr. Frank 
Mori. The Institution was crowded, although Mr. Sims Reeves did 
not make his appearance, sending an apology for hoarseness, at a 
quarter before six in the evening. Madame L. Baxter sang Hatton's 
" Lark " in her usual beautiful style. Miss Vinning was encored in 
each of her songs, and kindly repeated them. Mr. Weiss sang the 
*' Slave's Dream," and in answer to an encore the " Village Black- 
smith." Miss Danielson received great applause for her render- 
ing of the " Fisher Maiden ; " and but for the absence of our great 
tenor the Concert would have been as successful as could be desired. 

The Musical Directory for 1866, published by 

Messrs. RudaU, Rose and Carte, is exceedingly useful, if only as a 
record of the addresses of professors and music-sellers in town and 
country. We should be glad, however, to see that the names of 
those deceased during the past year had been carefully struck out, 
as their presence in the list may lead many to doubt the accuracy of 
the other information contained in the book. In the Almanac, too, 



although it may be useful to know when Tippoo Sahib was killed, 
and when Prince Rupert took Birmingham, we should much prefer 
that these events should give place to some others of more real 
interest to musicians. 

The Prospectus of the 11th season of Mr. Henry 

Leslie's Choir sufficiently shows that he is resolved to carry on his 
concerts with even more than his accustomed vigour. Mr. Sims 
Reeves, Mr. Santley, and Madame Sainton-Dolby are amongst the 
vocalists engaged, and a new psalm by Gounod, "By Babylon's 
wave," Beethoven's Mass in C, Wesley's Motett, " In Exilu Israel" 
and a portion of Mozart's Litany in B flat, are promised during the 
season. The first Concert takes place on the 1st instant. 

A Sermon preached in St. John's Church, Leices- 
ter, by the Rev. C. J. Vaughan, and published bp Macmillan and 

Co., shows that the clergy are giving their earnest attention to the 
subject of church music. Amongst other observations bearing upon 
the question, he says, speaking of the necessity of the congregation 
joining in the service — " You know that the alternative is not 
between the natural voice and the voice of song, but between the 
voice of song and silence." This is indeed a truth too seldom 
recognized.

— Germanpedals, in first-class Organs, act on an independent set 
of stops : in Organs of a smaller calibre, they are attached to the 
lower notes of the key-board, with sometimes one, two, or three, 
instead of eight, ten, or more independent stops. Composition pedals 
simply effect mechanical changes of the slops by means of the feet, to 
prevent the necessity of taking the hand off the keys.

Brief Summary of Countrg ilctos* 

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as aU the notices are either collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Andover. — The members of the Andover Choral 

Society, with the assistance of several of Mr. Snary's pupils from 
Winchester, gave their first Concert on the 21st ult. Several Part- 
songs, Madrigals, and concerted pieces were most effectively ren- 
dered ; and two Pianoforte pieces were well given by Mr. Snary, 
who, in consequence of indisposition, was unable to sing. The 
Concert was extremely well attended. 

Auckland, New Zealand. — The Organ lately 

erected in St. Matthew's Church is one that will not suffer by com- 
parison with many of those belonging to the churches and chapels 
of older countries. The instrument contains 1,231 pipes, the largest 
of which are 16 feet in length, and the smallest about the size of a 
goose-quill. The organ has a fine and extremely rich quality of 
tone ; and the stops are said to be of excellent quality. Auckland 
may well be proud of possessing an instrument so costly and 
unique. 

Bedford. — The Grammar School Concert, which 

took place on the 21st December, under the direction of Mr. P. H. 
Diemer, was one of the very best that has yet been given. The first 
part consisted of Virginia Gabriel's Cantata, Dreamland, which 
was exceedingly well performed, the solos being most ably ren- 
dered by Messrs. H. Brereton, T. Bather, B. Halsted, andtheRevds. 
H. A. Cotton and C. Brereton. The second part consisted of a mis- 
cellaneous selection, in which a Concertina Solo, by Mr. Law (who 
has always been most zealous in the cause of the school music), was 
much applauded and encored. Several Glees and Part-songs were 
executed with commendable precision ; and the Concert concluded 
with the National Anthem. The musical training of this school 
reflects the utmost credit upon Mr. Diemer and Mr. Halsted, the 
improvement since the last year's performance being in the highest 
degree satisfactory. 
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Birkenshaw, near Leeds. — The first festival in 
connection with the New Wesleyan School, was held on New Year's 
day. Several anthems were sung by the Choir, assisted by Mrs. 
Firth, Miss Arnold, Mr. Foster, and others. Mr. M. Arnold presided 
at the Harmonium. 

Birling, near Maidstone. — On Friday, the 19th 

ult., this little village was the scene of much excitement, in conse- 
quence of a morning and evening Concert being given by the Choir 
of Birling Church, in the School Room, situate on the Birling 
manor, the seat of the Earl and Countess of Abergavenny, by 
whom, together with the Lady Isabel Bligh, the Concert was 
patronized. The programme (the first part of which was sacred, 
and the second secular), was throughout executed with precision 
and taste, great care having evidently been taken in training the 
Choir to sing with expression. The Choir has been for the last two 
months under the tuition of Mr. F. Thomson, organist of St. 
Leonard's Church, Sussex, who, on the present occasion officiated as 
conductor and accompanyist, and who also performed a solo on the 
harmonium. Among the ladies who assisted the Choir were the 
Lady Caroline Neville, Lady Augusta Mostyn, and Lady Isabel 
Bligh. The Hon. Mrs Neville, and Miss Gascoign gave two duets 
on the piano and concertina in a very admirable manner. 

BIRMINGHAM. — The Annual Meeting of the Bir- 
mingham Amateur Harmonic Association took place on the 19th Dec, 
when the Report of the proceedings of the Society during the past 
year was presented. From this statement, we perceive that the 
works rehearsed have been excellently selected ; and the efficiency 
of the members may be judged by the fact of their having taken 
part in the late Handel Festival, at the last Birmingham meeting, 
and having received invitations to join the Choirs at most of the 
important musical performances lately given. We are glad to see 
that the funds are in a flourishing condition ; and that the sum re- 
ceived from subscriptions is larger than that of any year since the 
Association was formed. 

Btjrslem. — The New Year Festival of the Potteries 

Tonic Sol-Fa Prize Choirs, was held in the Town Hall, on Tuesday 
evening, the 2nd ult. The Wolstanton, Silverdale, Goldenhill, and 
Rhode choirs also mustered in force, regardless of the very stormy 
weather, and helped to form a powerful and well-balanced chorus of 
over a hundred and twenty voices. The fine declamatory chorus, 
" Envy," from Handel's Saul, was particularly well sung, as was 
also Bishop's " Now Tramp " (with Miss Emery as soloist), which 
was enthusiastically redemanded. There was a perceptible improve- 
ment in the prize-choir soloists ; Misses Emery, Pass, Nicholls, and 
Edge, and Messrs. Wood, Gibson, and Heath singing the songs, 
duets, and trio allotted to them so as to win the warm applause of 
the audience and several encores. Owing to the illness of Mr. 
Hulme, his brother, Mr. Thomas Hulme, kindly undertook the duties 
of accompanyist at the last moment ; he also played, as organ solos, 
an adagio from one of Haydn's symphonies, and an offertoire by 
Wely. Mr. Powell conducted. 

Cape of Good Hope. — The Good Hope Choral 

Union gave a Concert on the 20th November last, at the Music Hall* 
Church -square. The programme consisted chiefly of choral music ; 
but there were some vocal solos, amongst which a ballad, sung by 
the principal tenor, is spoken of in high terms of admiration. " The 
Skipper and his boy " was also effectively given by Mr. Ashley, the 
Conductor of the Society, to whom much credit is due for his praise- 
worthy exertions in training the choir to its present state of 
efficiency. 

Epsom. — A grand evening Concert was given at 

the King's Head Assembly Rooms, on Thursday, December 21st, by 
Mr. E. Bernard, assisted by the following artists: — Miss Annie 
Howard, Miss Isa Thompson, Mr. W. L. Tomlins, Mr. Felix Sydney, 
and Mr. Frank Elton. Mr. Fred. H. Cozens accompanied. The pro- 
gramme was entirely secular, and the performance gave great satis- 
faction to the audience. 

Fareham, Hants. — A very successful Concert took 

place here on the 2nd ult. The vocalists engaged for the occasion 
were Miss Ida Thorne, and Messrs. Heywood, Westmoreland, 
Taylor, and Kenningham, who performed a selection of both sacred 
and secular music to the entire satisfaction of the numerous and 
fashionable audience. Some of the solos were enthusiastically 
applauded and encored; and the Concert was unanimously acknow- 
ledged to be one of the best ever given in Fareham. Mr. Sydney 
Lake, Organist at Ryde, ably presided at the Pianoforte. 

Glasgow. — The Choral Union, as usual, gave two 

Grand Concerts in the City Hall on New Year's Day. The pro- 
gramme of the morning Concert consisted entirely of sacred music, 
selected from the classical composers. The principal vocalists were 
Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Madlle. Bornholdt, Mr. Whitehead, 
and Mr. Ferry. The chief feature of the Concert was the admirable 
rendering of Handel's air, " Angels ever bright and fair," by 
Madame Lemmens-Sherrington; and a highly favourable impression 
was also created by Mr. Ferry in the air from the Creation* " Now 
Heaven in fullest glory." The Band, consisting of the instrumental 
section of the Choral Union, assisted by several orchestral per- 
formers from Edinburgh and Glasgow, played some movements 
from two of Mozart's Symphonies in a highly creditable manner. 
At the evening Concert Handel's Alexander's Feast, was per- 
formed entire, for the first time in Scotland ; the tenor part being 
admirably sustained by Mr. Whitehead, and Madame Lemmens- 
Sherrington singing in her very best style the whole of the soprano 
music, being especially successful in the air, "Darius great and 



good." In the Duet, " Let's imitate her notes," Madame Sherrington 
was ably supported by a member of the Chorus. In the second part 
of the Concert the most noticeable item was the performance of 
Mendelssohn's "Early Spring," by the Union. At both Concerts 
Mr. Peace presided most efficiently at the Organ ; and Mr. Lambeth 

conducted with his usual ability. High Mass was celebrated in 

St. John's Church, on Sunday, Dec. 31st, when the following selection 
was performed by a powerful band and chorus : — " Adeste Fideles,' * 
with Novello's orchestral accompaniments, Mozart's 12th Mass, 
Hummers Alma Virgo, and Handel's " For unto us a child is born." 
The soloists were Miss Murie, Mr. A. Roddy, Mr. McKay, and Mr. 
J, Straing. Mr. Colgan presided at the Organ, and Mr. Callcot 
conducted. 

Gloucester. — The second Concert of the fifth 

season was given by the Choral Society, in the Shire Hall, on 
Tuesday, the 2nd ult The first part of the programme opened with 
LefeTmre-Weby's Offertoire in G, played upon the Organ by Mr. 
J. A. Matthews. Weber's Mass in G followed, and was given in 
excellent style. The solos were sung by the Misses Stockwell and 
Pickford, Mrs. Padbury, and Messrs. Lewis and Eardley. The 
second part consisted of a miscellaneous selection of secular music, 
commencing with Rossini's Overture to Tancredi, played by Mr. 
J. A. Matthews. Mr. H. Fluck presided at the Organ. Mr. Hunt 
was Choirmaster, and Mr. J. A. Matthews conducted. 

Gomersal, near Leeds. — On Saturday evening, 

the 13th ult., a Concert and Reading was given in the Mechanics 
Institution. The readers were Messrs. Porrit, Wood, Bottomley, 
and Knowles;: and the vocalists, Messrs. J. and C. R. Broughton. 
Mr. M. Arnold, professor of music, Birkenshaw, kindly gave his 
services, and his rendering of Brinley Richards' song without words, 
" Floating on the Wind," and a selection from Gounod's Faust, gave 
great satisfaction. Mr. James Knowles occupied the chair. 

Greenock. — On the 1st ult. the Greenock Musical 

Union gave two very excellent Concerts. At the morning perform- 
ance Haydn's Oratorio, The Creation, was selected, the principal 
vocalists being Miss Helena Walker, Mr. Herbert Bond, and Mr. 
David Lambert. The chorus numbered about 130 voices, and was 
composed entirely of members of the Union ; and the orchestra was 
strengthened by the addition of many professional instrumentalists. 
The solos were exceedingly well sung, especially " With verdure 
clad," by Miss Walker, and the air, "Now Heaven in fullest glory 
shone," and "Rolling in foaming billows," by Mr. Lambert, 
who displayed his voice on this occasion to the utmost ad- 
vantage. The choruses were, on the whole, satisfactorily given, 
particularly "The Heavens are telling," "Achieved," and "The 
Lord is great." Mr. Poulter presided most efficiently at the Organ, 
and Mr. W. Patterson Cross conducted. At the evening Concert, 
amongst the most effective pieces we may mention Mr. Herbert 
Bond's " Macgregor's Gathering" and "Good bye, Sweetheart," 
both of which were encored; Miss Walker's "Within a mile of 
Edinboro' town" and "There's a breeze on the hill," which re- 
ceived a similar compliment ; and Mr. Lambert's " Bell Ringer " and 
"I'm not myself at all," both of which were also enthusiastically 
re-demanded. The Part-songs, by the Union, were all most effec- 
tively given. Mr. Gillies presided at the Pianoforte. 

Hampton.— -The First Concert of the Choral 

Society, which is under the leadership of Mr. W. Dawson, was 
given on Tuesday evening, the 16th ult., when the chorus was 
strengthened by several members of the Kingston Choral Society. 
In the first part the Misses Jarrett sang " Lift thine eyes." In the 
second part, " The Gipsy's Tent " was encored, as was also Miss Bull's 
song, which followed. A solo on the violin was played by Miss 
Alice Jarrett, and this also was repeated. We may well congratu- 
late the society on the great success of its first performance, a re- 
sult due no less to the Conductor than to the Secretary, and to Mr. 
Harris, one of the committee. 

Hastings. — On Monday, the 8th ult., a Concert, 

in aid of the funds of the 4th Cinque Ports Artillery Band, was 
given in the Music Hall. The principal vocalists were Miss Kent, 
Miss Honiss, Mr. Morecraft, and Mr. Carleton Lewns. Several in- 
strumental pieces were performed by the band, and the Hastings 
Glee Union sang a few Part-Songs, <fec. 

Hebden Bridge. — On the 3rd ult. a very excellent 

performance of the Messiah was given by the Hebden Bridge Har- 
monic Society. The band and chorus were considerably augmented 
on the occasion, and numbered together nearly one hundred. The 
principal vocalists were Miss Whitham, Miss Tanhard, Miss Nalton, 
Mr. Brook, and Mr. Briggs. Miss Whitham (although suffering 
from slight indisposition), was exceedingly successful in the airs, 
" Rejoice greatly" and " I know that my Redeemer liveth." Miss 
Tanhard, though possessing a somewhat thin voice, sang the air, 
" But thou didst not leave his soul in hell," remarkably well, every 
syllable being most distinctly enunciated ; and Miss Nalton (who 
made her first appearance here) displayed a good, though not 
powerful, contralto voice in the airs, "O Thou that tellest," "He 
shall feed his flock," and " He was despised." Mr. Brook was 
thoroughly satisfactory in the tenor part ; but Mr. Briggs, although 
correct in his reading of the music, scarcely made his voice tell 
sufficiently with the audience. The choruses were excellently sung 
throughout, the " Hallelujah," as usual, producing the great effect of 
the evening. We cannot conclude without a word of praise for the 
excellent manner in which the trumpet and drums were played, the 
former by Mr. Wood, of Huddersfield, and the latter by Mr. 
Crowther, of Bradford. The Band was led by Mr. Robinson, and 
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Mr. Whittaker conducted. Both these gentlemen are from Halifax, 
but permanently engaged by the Harmonic Society. 

Hull. — Miss Maria Wilson, of St. Stephen's 

Choir, assisted by Messrs. Plowman, Hird, Hudson, Holmes, and 
Turner, from York, gave her Annual Concert in the Music Hall, 
Jarratt-street, on the 15th ult., when she was, as usual, patronized 
by a large and fashionable audience. 

Leeds. — The production of Gounod's Grand Mass 

of St. Cecilia, at Mr. Broughton's Concert on the 8th ult., was an 
event of the utmost interest. The local papers apeak in the highest 
terms of the beauty of the composition ; and it appears to have 
created a profound impression upon the audience. Great credit is 
due to Mr. Broughton for the careful manner in which the choruses 
were given, considering that so many of the performers must have 
been comparative strangers, not only to this class of music, but to 
the Conductor himself. The principal vocalists were Madame 
Lemmens-Sherrington, Mr. W. H. Cummings, and Mr. Patey; and 
the Band was led by Mr. Blagrove^ In the second part of the 
Concert Mr. Broughton gave an excellent reading of a Pianoforte 
Concerto by Mendelssohn, and was received with much applause. 

In the Christmas week two very good performances of the 

Messiah took place at the Town Hall, the principal vocalists being 
Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Mrs. Merest, Mr. Inkersall and Mr. 
Weiss. Madame Sherrington is rapidly gaining a high name as an 
interpreter of Oratorio music ; and on this occasion she was more 
than ordinarily successful. Mrs. Merest (although labouring under 
a severe cold) gave the airs, " O Thou that tellest," and " He was 
despised," in the most artistic manner, and was greatly and de- 
servedly applauded. A good word must also be said for Mr. Inkersall, 
who sang all the tenor music with the utmost effect. The conductor 
was Dr. Spark. 

Leicester. — On Tuesday, December 26, Handel's 

Samson was performed for the first time in Leicester, by the 
Orpheus Society. The principal singers were Madame Sherrington, 
Miss Elton, Messrs. Perren, Patey, and Fontanier. M. Wiener and 
Mr. H. Gill were the principal violins, and Herr Ptacek the con- 
ductor. The band was unusually numerous and effective, the 
whole performance being highly successful. On New Year's day, 
Handel's Judas Maccabozus was given by the Philharmonic Society. 
The principal singers were Miss Edmonds, Miss Clowes, Mr. Sims 
Reeves, and Mr. L. Thomas. Mr. H. Farmer, of Nottingham, was 

principal violin, and Mr. A. Nicholson conducted. Herr Ptacek's 

series of concerts was concluded on Monday, the 22nd ult., the 
vocalists at the last being Mdlle. Drazdil (who made an exceedingly 
favourable impression on this, her first appearance) and Mr. Winn. 

Lincoln. — The Choral Society gave a miscellaneous 

Concert in the Corn Exchange on the 2nd ult. Principal vocalists, 
Miss Frances Gill, Mr. Barraclough, and Mr. Fullein, of the 
Cathedral. The Orchestra, led by Mr. George, was augmented by 
the Band of the Royal North Lincoln Militia. Mr. Welch presided 
at the Pianoforte, and Mr. Mason conducted. The room was well 
filled, and the performers acquitted themselves admirably. 

Liverpool. — The concluding Concert of Mr. W. E. 

Thomas's Classical series was given on the afternoon of Satur- 
day, the 30th December, the excellence of the performance fully 
bearing out the high character of the preceding concerts. The 
executants, as before, were Herr Ernst Pauer (Pianoforte), and 
Messrs. E. W. Thomas, C. A. Seymour, Bernhardt, and Vieuxtemps, 
(Violins, Viola, and Violoncello). The first concert for the pre- 
sent year of the Philharmonic Society took place on the 16th ult. The 
principal vocalists were Miss Whytock, Mr. W. H. Cummings, and 
Mr. Patey. The most important orchestral work was Beethoven's 
4th Symphony in B flat ; but the programme included the Over- 
tures to William Tell, Weber's Jubilee, and Auber's Le Dieu et la 
Bayadere, all of which were played with much spirit. The Choral 
music consisted of Barnetfs Madrigal, "Merrily wake music's 
measure," and Miss Macirone's "Sir Knight," both of which were 
excellently sung. Mr. Blagrove's Violin Solo (Vieuxtemps' " Fan- 
tasie caprice") was played with the utmost refinement; and the 
well-known Meditation, by Gounod, on Bach's 1st Prelude, for 
Violin, Pianoforte, and Organ, was enthusiastically encored. Miss 
Whytock, who was new to the audience, displayed an excellent 
mezzo soprano voice ; and we have every reason to believe that when 
she gains courage and power she will prove a valuable acquisition 
to the Concert-room. The Chevalier Lemmens was the Pianoforte 

accompanyist. At St George's Hall Mr. W. T. Best has given 

two performances on the Grand Organ, selecting only music of the 
most classical character. Recitals of this kind, by so eminent a 
performer, will dojmuch towards cultivating a taste for the organ as 
a solo instrument. The "Musical Society" announces a per- 
formance of Mendelssohn's Oratorio Elijah, at St George's Hall, on 
the 12th inst, with a band and chorus, and as principal singers, 
Madame Rudersdorff, Madllc. Drasdil, Mr. Montem Smith, and 
Mr. Weiss— but without any organ. Oddly enough, previous 
Oratorio performances by this Society have been given to the 
accompaniment of the organ, but without any band. 

Longsight, Manchester. — A miscellaneous Con- 
cert was given on the 15th ult, at the Mechanics' Institution, 
by the Choir of the Parish Church, St. John's, assisted by Mr 
Smith and Mr. Dumville, of the Cathedral, and Mr. Ramsbottom of 
St Peter's Church, Manchester, with Pianoforte Solos by Miss 
Ayre, a pupil of Mr. W. J. Young. Mr. C. J. Hall accompanied, and 
Mr. Young conducted. The solos by Mr. Smith, Mr. Dumville, Mr. 



Ramsbottom, and Mr. G. C. Warburton, were deservedly encored. 
The pianoforte solos were Thalberg's " Home, sweet home," and R. 
Lindley's " Caprice Boheme," with Sydney Smith's " La Harpe 
Eolienne," as an encore. The accomplished style of this youthful 
executant was highly appreciated, and elicited the warmest a - 
plause. The programme included the names of Beethoven, Men- 
delssohn, Purcell, H. Bishop, J. Ascher, Henry Smart, S. Glover, 
&c, with three part-songt* composed by the conductor. "Hail! 
merry Christmas," " I love the merry spring-time," and " Come o'er 
the mountains." The proceeds of the concert are to be devoted to 
parochial purposes. 

Lydney. — On Monday, the 18th of December, a 

Concert of sacred music was given by the Baptist Choir on the 
occasion of opening a new Harmonium. The selection of music 
was chosen from the works of Mozart, Handel, Kent, Viner, &c. 
The Concert passed off well, and reflected the highest credit upon 
Mr. Glanville (the leader) and his Choir. Mr. T. Sutly presided at 
the Harmonium. 

Mansfield. — A Concert of sacred and secular 

music has been lately given at the Town Hall. The principal 
vocalists were Miss Burton (Soprano), Messrs. Wood (Alto), 
Barton (Tenor), and Eyre (Bass).

Friday, the 12th ult., and on the following Sunday, special services 
were held in St John's Church, to celebrate the opening of a new 
Organ. The instrument, built by Mr. Brindley, of Sheffield, is a 
very fine one, having three complete manuals, pedals, and 30 stops. 
On Friday Mr. Rogers, of Doncaster, presided at the Organ, and on 
Sunday his ;place was filled by Mr. A. II. Foster. 

Marlborough. — The Musical Society at Marl- 
borough College gave its Annual Evening Concert on the 18th Dec., 
when Mr. Bambridge gave ample proof of the admirable manner in 
which he has fulfilled his duties of instructor to the College. We 
have only space to mention that the singing of Mr. Plater in the 
Liederkreis of Beethoven, and of the Rev. R. Duckworth in W. L. 
Phillips's Canzonet, La Partenza, was especially admired; and 
that Mr. Bambridge played a Pianoforte Solo with the utmost 
success. The Concert was most numerously attended.— At the 
" Penny Reading," at the Town Hall, on the 19th December, a 
number of Christmas Carols were sung by the choirs of the two 
parish churches, under the conductorship of Mr. Bambridge, 
Organist to the College, who also performed three pieces on the 
Harmonium in the course of the evening. Two Carols, set to music 
by Mr. Bambridge, were received with the utmost favour, and are 
spoken of in the highest terms of praise.

Mrs. Merest sang " O rest in the Lord " (originally written for her 
in Elijah by Mendelssohn), and was also extremely successful in a 
ballad, "The chain is broke that bound me." Madame Arabella 
Goddard created her usual effect in her Pianoforte Solos ; and Mr. 
W. A. Leggatt was a most efficient accompanyist. 

Newnham. — Mr. J. A. Matthews gave his Annual 

Concert, in the Town Hall, on Thursday, the 4th ult There was a 
good attendance. The principal vocalists were Miss Clarke, Miss 
Pickford, Miss Lane, and Messrs. Lewis and Brandon ; Violinist, 
Mr. E. G. Woodward; Harmonium and Pianoforte, Mr. J. A. 
Matthews. 

Omagh. — A Literary and Musical Entertainment 

was given by the Members of the Amateur Vocal Association, in the 
Court House, on Thursday evening, 28th December. The music 
was performed under the direction of Mr. D. Nolan. Mrs. Taylor 
presided at the Pianoforte, and Mr. C. J. Nolan gave readings from 
Macbeth with considerable effect.
